Council Decides Not to
Allocate Immediately
the Wedge to Greece
PARIS,'April 22..The Allied Supreme

«Council .this morning continued its
«laboraron of the treaty with Turkey,
which, it is believed, will be finished to¬

day, according to the San Remo corre¬

sponden! of the Havas Agency. Having
in mind the reservations formulated
by President "Wilson in his note of last
month, the correspondent says the
council decided not to allocate immedi¬
ately and definitely the Smyrna wedge
to Greece.

In view of the fact that the insolence
of the Mahometan element, especially
since the war, has obliged many Greeks
*o quit the territory, a plebiscite will
be held a few years hence to determine
the final disposition of the region.
With regard to the protection of mi¬

norities, the correspondent continues,
the Ottoman government will be com¬

pelled to pledge itself to respect the
different beliefs. Every act contrary
to neutrality in this respect will be
¦..onsidered by the co-contracting powers
%b a violation of the treaty and may
lead to military repression. Repre¬
sentatives of trie league of nations will
be installed in Constantinople to re-
reive the complaints of the minorities
If there arc any.

German Appeal Not Surprising
The receipt of the German note ask¬

ing permission for the maintenance of
an army of 200,000 minimum strength
has produced a lively impression on
members of the council. In Italian
and British circles, however, it did not
seem to cause surprise and even ap¬
peared to be favorably regarded. The
German appeal, in fact, accords with
ideas already expressed by the chief
of the Italian government. The opin¬
ion expressed in French circles is that
If, in view of the danger of Bolshe¬
vism, this demand is granted, France
ought to- receive effective guaranties
against any attempt at revenge on the
part of Germany.

Control of the Dardanelles

Secret Treaty Rumor

LONDON, April 22..All reports from

San Remo emphasize the seriousness
of the deadlock in the negotiations of
the Premiers there. Some of the ac-
counts of the deliberations foreshadow
a possible abrupt ending of the ses¬
sions without any decision having been
reached.
The French press takes a serious,pessimistic view of the situation, de¬

claring, among other things, that Italyhas already negotiated a trade treatywith Germany and Austria; that Great
Britain, Italy and Japan have a secret
treaty; that Great Britain insists upon
calling representatives of the German
government into future conferences and

I that Great Britain looks with favor
on the German request for permission
to increase the size of the standing
army to 200,000 men.

With the Belgian representatives at
San Remo giving him only half¬
hearted support and with the reift of
the Allies siding with Premier LloydGeorge, the French Premier finds him¬
self in an embarrassing position.

Situation Is Critical
To characterize the situation as

critical would be no exaggeration, ac¬
cording to those persons here who arein the best position to judge the fig- '

niflcance of developments at the eon-ference. i
The failure to win his fight at SanRemo would be bound to have a polit-ical reaction on Premier Millerand in jbis own country.The British here at home are partlydivided on the great issues at stake.The Northcliffe press is fighting bat-ties for France, partly, no doubt, be-

cause of its political hatred of PremierLloyd George. "The Morning Post";
aligns itseh with the Paris press,;though not for the same reason thatinspires the Northcliffe newspapers."The Post" maintains its steady hos-
tility to Germany on every issue.

Outside of these newspapers, theBritish press is firmly supportingPremier Lloyd George, although all ex¬
press regret that Anglo-French rela¬
tions have been strained to so nearthe breaking point.

Newspapers Not Agreed
Those organs which reflect the diplo¬matic policy of the Foreign Office pro¬fess to see no difference between the

Allies except on minor questions of
method, but this attitude is called
hairsplitting by the other newspapers.Premier Lloyd George has a majority!<of the press with him in his policy of
setting a fixed sum for Germany to payby way of reparation, in his insistence
on using the blockade rather than mili¬
tary measures to force Germany to obeythe demands of the Allies and in his
suggestion that the Allied armies evac¬
uate most of the Rhine district.
The fact that most of the newspapersoutside of London are urging the

Premier to insist the Allies not only-refuse to embark on any further mili¬
tary adventure, but reduce the presentforces, is taken as emphasizing the ma¬
jority view in the British capital of the
necessity of looking at the Europeanproblems as a whole.

The prosecution in the case broughtforth evidence to show that M, Cail¬laux during the war had been intouch with individuals such as theexecuted Bolo Pasha, who were knownto be German agents or persons who

had dealings «with the Germans.
Stress was laid upon trips he had;paid to South America and Italy, in
which it was alleged he had con-
sorted with persons whose affiliations
were inimical to Allied success in
the war.

|M. Caillaux'» activities for a long
while were under suspicion by the
French government, but he was still
such a political force «nd had so many
influential adherents that he was no»
arrested until Premier Clemenceau
was firmly established in power and:
was preparing for the final desper-
ate struggle of the last year of the
war, which wa sto end with an Al¬
lied victory.

Premier Clemenceau had Caillaux
arrested on January 14, 1918, and he
had thus been imprisoned, or under
detention as a patient in a hospital, for
more than two years when he was
brought to trial before the Senate-
sitting as a high court, on February
17. The principal charge againsthim was that of treason in having been
engaged in "intrigues tending to .shake
the solidarity of the Allies and to
bring about a premature and dishon¬
orable peace with Germany.Caillaux's political career began in
1R99, when he became Minister of
Finance in the Waldeck-Rousseau Cabi¬
net. He served until 1902. Later he
was appointed to thjj same post byPremier Clemenceau, who was his chief
accuser in the case just ended. Cail¬
laux held this office until June, 1911,when he became such a power in
French politics that he was made
Premier. He resigned in January,1912, largely as the result of the loss
of French territory in the settlement
arising out of the Agadir incident.
Early in 1914, after he had acceptedthe office of Minister of Finance for
the fourth time in the DoumergueCabinet, charges were made against jhim by Gaston Calmette, editor of
"Figaro," of complicity in handling the
income tax. As a result of these at¬
tacks and a threat by Calmette of mak¬
ing further revelations, the nature of
which she feared, Mme. Caillaux went
to the office of "Figaro" and shot the
editor. She was acquitted of a charge
of murder.

The hope of the Allied premiers that!the United-States would give ear to the

new appeal that will be sent to theWashington government to undertake a1
mandate for Armenia seems to be dwin-
dling, for they are modifying their'
plans in order to reduce the amount of
responsibility America would be called
upon to bear. .;It is understood that when the ques-,tion was first discussed yesterday the
suggestion was made that full control
over Armenia be put in American'hands. But further discussion appar-'ently has tended to lessen the burden
which would be. placed on the UnitedStates, and it is possible now that th«;American government will be ask«d
only to bear her share of the financia!load, and the premiers have virtuallydecided that the United States need
not, unless it so desires, supply anytroops to carry out the mandate. Thosepolice forces, the premiers agree, will,be supplied by the Allied governments, iAs a resut of the failing faith of the
premiers that the United States will

passed.
The suggestion that stock dividendsby newspaper corporations might fur-nish some relief from the hardshipsuffered by the newspaper industryfrom the Federal excess profits tax

was submitted by a committee that hasbeen investigating this matter. The
report also proposed that publishersmake a complete reaudit of their busi¬
ness, beginning with 1915, thereby pos¬sibly obtaining amendments of tax re¬
turns. The association has sent a ques¬tionnaire to publishers, aRking for re¬
ports showing the percentage of profitearned to the capital invested, and alsothe percentage of taxes to profit for a
series of years.
Among the other resolutions adoptedwas one urging Congress to take im¬mediate action on the various meas¬

ures for the development of the coun¬try's water power sources that are
vitally needed.
